Not since 1904 has 
that title been captured by an American, and 
Walter Travis, who won it then, was an Austra- 
lian by birth. Sweetser is the first of our 
native-born to hold the coveted honor. 

When the Walker Cup team sailed for England 
the public felt more optimistic about Bobby Jones 
than about any other member of the aggregation. 
The public’s memory is short. It had forgotten 
Sweetser’s record, especially his wonderful vic- 
tory at Brookline in 1922. Of course in the 
past two or three years Jesse had apparently 
been absorbed in his business, and amateur sport 
is becoming more and more a thing to which 
a man’s whole attention must be devoted if he 
is to excel. Sweetser, however, has proved that 
a real amateur—that is, a man to whom his 
favorite game is an avocation rather than a 
vocation—can seize and hold the highest prizes 
even in this-age of specialization. 

A great effort will certainly be made by 
Great Britain to regain the laurels that have 
been snatched from her brow, but we may be 
sure that the championship will be defended 
by Sweetser as gallantly as he gained it.

BORAH of Idaho has long 

been one of the most pow- 
erful and influential figures in 
what was once if not now the 
“most august deliberative body 
in the world.” He has views of 
his own, holds them tenaciously 
and defends them formidably. 
It is seldom, however, that a 
public utterance of his has 
elicited such remarkable interest 
as that which has been aroused 
by his recent speech in Balti- 
more before the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, in which he 


S ENATOR WILLIAM  E. 


took an unequivocal stand for 


prohibition and bitterly assailed 
the referendum on the question 
in New York State, which he 
declared was an attempt to nul- 
lify the Constitution. The re- 
fusal of the States to aid in the 
enforcement of the Volstead act, 
he said, “showed disloyalty to 
the fundamental principles upon 





which the Federal Government 
is founded.” 

There was none of the pussy- 
footing to which most poli- 
ticians are addicted in the decla- 
ration of his stand. “I believe,” 
he. said, “the liquor traffic to be 
a curse to the human family. 
Whether sold in the open saloon 
or the brothel, its natural haunt, 
or secretly purveyed in defiance 
of law, the wicked stuff works 
its demoralization and ruin to 
individuals, communities and 
States. 

“From the time it issues from 
the coiled and copper-colored 
worm in the distillery until it 
empties into the hell of crime, 
dishonor and death, misery and 
poverty and remorse mark its 
maledict course. Not only is the 
record of the centuries made up 
against it, but now the modern 
industrial world with its com- 
plex and delicate machinery, 
with its demand for security, 
safety and fitness, asks that it 
be banishe.” 

The Senator’s speech has be- 
come the storm centre of con- 
troversy. That it was enthu- 
siastically welcomed by the 
“drys” goes without saying. 
Coming at this time when those 
politically wet claim that they 
have the drys on the defensive, 
when the prohibition enforce- 
ment question has become an 
issue to be tested in Congres- 
sional elections this year and 
several States are to have wet- 
dry referendums, or what 
amount to referendums, the 
speech has set political circles 
a-quiver. It is construed as the 
opening crash of the Presidential 
campaign of 1928, and makes 
it probable that Senator Borah 
will have to be reckoned with 
two years hence as a potential 
candidate for the Republican 
nomination for President.

WENTY years on the “Father of 

Waters”—ten of those years as 

Captain and pilot—such is the 
record of Captain Blanche Leathers, who 
has now bought a home in New Orleans 
and retired from the active career in 
which for so long a time she was the 
only woman pilot on the Mississippi.

MANTRAP. 
By Sinclair Lewis, New York: 
Harcourt, Brace & Co. §$2. 


\ NEW book by the author 
of “Main Street,” “Bab- 
bitt” and “Arrowsmith” 
is an event of note in American 
literature. Sinclair Lewis in his 
latest work, “Mantrap,” displays 
the same qualities of keen per- 
ception and powerful] character- 
ization that his readers have 
come to expect from him. 

The major part of the action 
takes place in the Canadian 
woods, where, in a remote cabin, 
dwell Joe Easter, trapper and 
trader, 45, and his young wife, 
Alverna, whom he had met in a 
manicure parlor in Minneapolis 
and wedded after a hasty court- 
ship.

She resents 
being buried alive in the woods 
and cannot forget the tawdry 
allurements of the city. She 
nurtures a_ secret resentment 
against her placid and middle- 
aged husband for having con- 
demned her to an environment 
against which she frets. She 
keeps his house well for him, but 
there her conception of wifely 
duty ends. 

To the lonely cabin comes 
Ralph Prescott, lawyer, club- 
man, wealthy, fastidious, seek- 
ing in the open spaces a cure 
for the restlessness and neuras- 
thenia of the city. Alverna wel- 
comes him as a gift from heaven 
and sets out at once to win his 
affections. She succeeds, and 
then follows a struggle in Pres- 
cott himself between the tempta- 
tion of succumbing to the wo- 
man’s lures and his reluctance 
to betray Joe, of whom he has 
become genuinely fond. He 
thinks he has found a solution in 
flight, but Alverna intercepts 
him, insists on going with him 
and for a week they trudge to- 
gether through an uncharted 
wilderness, deserted by their In- 
dian guide and encountering 
stark peril and hardship:
